Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department 
for  1969*  in  which  an  account  is  given  of  the  work  carried  out  during 
the  year.  This  is  the  fourteenth  suchj  Report  to  be  circulated  since 
the  Urban  District  was  formed  in  April,  1956,  and  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Circular  No.  1/1970  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

Vital  Statistics 

Extracts  from  the  Vital  Statistics  will  be  found  on  page  6.  The 
Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  for  mid-1969  rose  by  1,210 
to  64,520.  We  still  pass  details  of  the  weekly  births  and  deaths  to 
the  Manager  of  the  Commission  for  the  New  Towns,  Crawley  Executive, 
and  he  tells  me  that  their  estimate  of  population  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  66,000.  The  total  births  during  1969  were  l,005i  a rise  of 
53  from  the  previous  year,  and  so  the  Crude  Birth  Rate  has  risen  to 
15 06.  Of  the  total  births,  64  were  illegitimate,  giving  a figure  of 
6.4%,  which  is  well  below  the  national  average. 

A detailed  table  of  causes  of  death  appears  on  page  7 and  it  will 
be  seen  that  these  are  again  listed  in  the  new  form  in  compliance  with 
the  International  Classification  of  Diseases  1963?  which  calls  for  a 
greater  breakdown  into  categories.  Although  only  4l  causes  are  shown, 
the  classification  is  now  made  under  65  headings,  those  with  no  deaths 
allocated  being  omitted  from  the  table.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  ac- 
counted for  3 deaths,  compared  with  6 in  ths  previous  year,  while  5 
were  attributed  to  other  accidents,  all  these  being  adults. 

Malignant  disease  again  shows  a slow  but  steady  overall  increase 
with  102  deaths,  compared  with  94  in  the  previous  year,  but  of  these 
34  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus,  the  highest  figure  ever 
recorded  in  the  town.  In  contrast  to  the  steadily  rising  percentage, 
cancer  of  the  uterus  again  caused  but  3 deaths,  less  than  a tenth  of 
that  virtually  preventable  disease  ’’smoker's  cancer”. 

Deaths  from  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (’’coronaries”)  also  reached 
a new  high  level  with  a total  of  84,  54  being  male  and  30  female  and 
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of  these  37  were  of  working  age.  There  can  be  no  question  that 
this  is  another  disease  in  which  the  smoking  of  cigarettes  is  a 
proven  factor. 

Notifiable  Disease 


A table  giving  details  of  all  notifications  will  be  found  on 
page  10,  In  the  report  for  1968,  I commented  that  the  niimber  of 
Measles  cases  notified  was  only  ko,  although  the  usual  biennial 
rise  should  have  commenced  in  the  late  autumn  of  that  year;  this 
did  not  occur  and  the  total  notifications  received  numbered  a mere 
19,  the  smallest  figure  in  any  year  since  our  records  began,  (It 
should  be  remembered  that  in  "epidemic  years"  the  number  of  cases 
in  England  and  Wales  had  frequently  exceeded  three-quarters  of  a 
million,  with  25,000  in  the  "between"  years).  It  can  no  longer 
be  doubted  that  this  improvement  is  the  result  of  the  immunisation 
campaign,  even  though  the  proportion  of  susceptible  children  now 
protected  is  still  far  from  the  figure  at  which  we  aim.  An  imfor- 
tunate  pause  in  the  campaign  occurred  in  the  summer,  owing  to  a 
national  shortage  of  measles  vaccine;  had  immunisation  continued 
without  interruption,  probably  the  figure  would  have  been  even 
lower. 


No  cases  whatever  of  whooping  cough  were  notified,  but  "scarlet 
fever"  with  25,  was  rather  higher  than  normal;  fortunately  in  most 
cases  this  disease  is  now  relatively  mild  and  responds  to  modern 
antibiotic  therapy. 

Only  6 cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  the  subject  of  formal 
notification,  these  being  scattered  in  time  and  place;  the  first 
three  reported,  two  in  April  and  one  in  July,  were  in  adults.  The 
remaining  notifications  referred  to  one  baby  and  two  children  of 
school  age.  In  addition  to  these,  the  department  investigated  an 
outbreak  of  gastro-enteritis  in  the  Pound  Hill  and  Three  Bridges 
area,  involving  three  schools,  the  first  case  reported  by  the  lab- 
oratory being  a boy  living  in  the  Dorking  and  Horley  area  who  was 
foxmd  to  be  infected  by  Shigella  sonnei.  Immediate  enquiries  re- 
vealed that  other  cases  with  gastro-intestinal  symptoms  had  been 
reported  from  the  school  and  strict  precautions  were  therefore  im- 
mediately arranged,  similar  action  being  taken  in  two  other  schools 
when  additional  cases  were  brought  to  light  by  the  enquiries,  A 
close  watch  was  necessary  for  about  five  weeks  - but  very  few  of 
the  specimens  revealed  Shigella  and  it  became  clear  that  we  were 
again  dealing  mainly  with  a non-specific  infection. 

Of  the  two  cases  of  Acute  Meningitis,  the  first  was  a boy  of 
14  years  from  th^  Southgate  Neighbourhood,  who  was  admitted  to  hos- 
pital and  found  to  be  suffering  from  a meningococcal  infection 
Ccerebro-spinal  fever"  or  "spotted  fever"  were  the  old  terms  for 
this  malady).  He  quickly  responded  to  treatment,  A month,  later 
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a baby  of  five  weeks  from  Vrfest  Green  developed  meningeal  symptoms, 
but  investigation  at  hospital  revealed  that  this  was  of  viral  origiiio 

Ten  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  were  notified  as  compared  with 
three  during  1968,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  disease  was 
only  made  notifiable  as  from  mid-June  in  that  yearo  There  was  no 
evidence  that  any  of  these  infections  were  related  to  the  misuse  of 
drugs  o 


In  spite  of  the  large  number  of  people  who  now  spend  their  hol- 
idays in  Southern  Europe  or  Northern  Africa  - a large  proportion  of 
whom  do  not  seek  protection  by  typhoid  immunisation  - no  cases  of 
infection  by  paratyphoid  were  recorded  in  the  year  among  Crawley 
residents o The  first  of  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  was  a young 
boy  of  10  years,  the  eldest  of  four  children?  the  diagnosis  was 
made  fairly  early  in  the  disease  and  he  was  admitted  to  Foredown 
Hospital  on  July  22nd « The  family  of  course  remained  under  close 
medical  supervision  and  three  days  later  the  four-year-old  girl  was 
found  to  have  a moderate  fever o She  was  promptly  sent  to  join  her 
brother  in  hospital  and  there  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed o There 
was  good  co-operation  from  the  parents  and  no  further  cases  occurred o 
Infection  had  undoubtedly  been  contracted  abroedo 

Food  Poisoning 

In  all,  five  cases  of  presumed  food  poisoning  were  officially 
notified  during  the  year.  Two  occurred  in  young  children  of  9 and 
l8  months,  infected  with  Salmonella  oranienburg  an.d  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium  (phage  type  129).  Both  of  these  are  rather  rare  organisms 
in  this  country,  yet  all  contact  specimens  were  negative  and  there 
was  no  history  of  alimentary  upset  in  either  household.  The  second 
organism  is  most  commonly  met  with  in  Spain,  yet  no  contact  with  any- 
one who  had  visited  that  area  could  be  traced. 

Early  in  Jiuae  we  received  a complaint  from  the  night  staff  of 
a factory  on  the  industrial  estate;  we  were  told  that  nine  men  who 
were  on  the  night  shift  had  eaten  a meal  consisting  of  heated  cottage 
pie.  Eight  had  been  taken  ill  about  12  hours  later.  None  had  sought 
medical  advice,  although  the  symptoms  in  some  cases  were  moderately 
severe,  yet  short-lived.  Enquiries  revealed  that  the  minced  meat 
had  been  purchased  on  the  l6th  June  and  immediately  placed  in  the 
refrigerator,  being  cooked  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  and  used  in 
the  midday  canteen  meal  for  the  day  staff,  the  small  quantity  needed 
for  the  pie  being  placed  in  a smaller  container  and  cooled  mtil 
12.30  p.m.  when  it  was  placed  in  the  refrigerator.  On  the  l8th  the 
pie  was  cooked  from  10  a.m.  to  11.15  a.m.  at  330®F  and  left  to  cool 
until  1.30  p.m.,  when  it  was  wrapped  in  polyfilm  and  placed  in  the 
vending-machine  cooler.  This  should  reduce  the  temperature  to  ^5° 
in  1)^  hours,  this  temperatiare  being  maintained  until  10.15  p.m.  when 
the  small  heater  was  automatically  switched  on,  raising  the  tempera- 
ture to  250°F  in  about  1)4  hours;  the  meal  was  consumed  at  1 a.m.

Specimens  from  three  of  the  victims  all  showed,  as  expected,  a 
heat-resistant  strain  of  Clo  welchii. 

This  is  yet  another  incident  which  emphasises  the  vital  impor- 
tance of  proper  temperature  control;  certainly  cooling  and  prepar- 
ation methods  were  highly  unsatisfactory  - for  "cooling"  took  place 
in  the  kitchen  where  the  ambient  temperature  was  70°F  i Immediate 
steps  were  taken  with  the  contractors,  management  and  staff  to 
ensure  that  a similar  event  did  not  occur  in  the  future® 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  International  Certificates 
stamped  in  the  Department  was  1,839»  an  increase  on  the  previous  year 

Care  of  the  Aged 

I am  glad  to  say  that  it  was  again  unnecessary  to  take  action 
during  the  year  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^8 
This  is  the  section  which  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  from 
their  homes  of  elderly  and  infirm  persons  living  in  insanitary  con- 
ditions®

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Situated  between  the  Forest  Ridge  and  the  Weald  in  pleasant 
country,  Crawley  was  for  long  a market  town  and  shopping  centre  for 
the  surrounding  rural  districts..  Its  recorded  history  dates  back 
to  Norman  times o In  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  the 
London  to  Brighton  Road,  passing  through  the  town,  was  one  of  the 
most  frequented  hi^ways  in  Britain  and  the  George  Inn  became  a 
famous  coaching  house o 

In  19^7  it  was  decided  that  Crawley,  with  the  surrounding  area, 
should  be  expanded  into  one  of  the  eight  New  Towns  which  it  was  planned 
to  build  in  a ring  approximately  25-30  miles  from  the  centre  of  London, 
Crawley  can  claim  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  of  these  to  reach 
the  stage  of  completion.  Whereas  the  designated  area  of  the  town 
housed  only  99300  people  in  19^79  the  present  population  is  over  66,000, 
Thus  many  people,  mainly  from  the  metropolis,  have  moved  to  new  surround 
ings  where  they  enjoy  a high  standard  of  living  and  have  established  a 
settled  commimity.  Covering  6,000  acres,  the  town  is  approximately 
yh  miles  across  and  is  surroiinded  by  a green  belt  with  ready  access  to 
the  countryside.  The  Crawley  Development  Corporation  was  responsible 
for  the  planning  and  building  of  the  town,  but  the  administration  of  the 
area  is  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities  - the  West  Sussex  County 
Council  and  the  Crawley  Urban  District  Coimcil, 

The  town  was  planned  to  have  nine  residential  areas,  with  popu- 
lations varying  from  4,600  to  8,250,  a Town  Centre  and  an  Industrial 
Area,  the  last  being  situated  to  the  north  of  the  town  on  the  London 
side,  adjoining  the  main  road  and  railway.  Each  residential  area  is 
largely  self-contained,  having  a Primary  School,  shops  which  provide 
for  daily  needs,  a Church  and  a Public  House,  This  arrangement  cuts 
to  a minimxim  the  distance  which  children  are  obliged  to  walk  to  school 
in  their  early  years,  A tenth  Neighbourhood  is  now  nearly  completed, 
2,01^  dwellings  being  in  occupation.  As  Education  Authority  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council  has  provided  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools,  and 
a flourishing  College  of  Further  Education  serves  a wide  area. 

The  first  permanent  Community  Centre  was  built  adjoining  West 
Green  Primary  School,  but  since  I965  Community  and  Youth  Centres  have 
been  provided  in  all  developed  Neighbourhoods, 

The  nvimber  of  occupied  dwellings  which  were  erected  by  the  Crawley 
Development  Corporation  and  the  New  Towns  Commission  (Crawley  Executive) 
totalled  12,5539  including  both  houses  and  flats,  at  the  end  of  the  year 

There  is  a wide  variation  in  the  size  and  type  of  accommodation 
provided,  with  over  28I  types  of  dwelling,  and  the  average  density 
is  about  1013  to  the  acre.  At  the  end  of  19^9  the  Crawley  Urban 
District  Council  had  1,833  properties  in  occupation.

The  vast  majority  of  the  residents  work  in  Crawley,  either  in 
factories  or  in  the  town's  services.  Eighty-five  factories  are  at 
present  in  production.  Unemployment  remains  at  a very  low  level. 
The  total  number  at  work  in  the  town  at  the  middle  of  the  year  was 

42,3^1. 

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Crawley  Development  Corporation  was 
to  provide  a limited  number  of  shops  in  the  Neighbourhood  Centres, 
136  in  all,  a larger  number  being  in  the  more  distant  areas.  The 
Town  Centre  has  become  a shopping  area  of  regional  importance, 
having  over  153  new  shops  trading.  This  figure  includes  depart- 
ment stores,  bajiks,  gas  and  electricity  showrooms  etc. 

An  important  step  forward  in  recent  years  has  been  the  contin- 
uing development  of  the  Sports  Centre,  on  a 12-acre  site  in  Hanlett' 
Avenue,  where  the  championship-size  pool  was  opened  in  1964.  The 
Sports  Arena  and  adjoining  all-weather  practice  area,  provided  with 
flood-lighting,  fills  a real  need,  for  it  must  be  remembered  that 
40Sl6  of  the  town's  population  is  under  20  years  of  age.  Plans  for 
the  Sports  Hall  have  been  approved  and  have  the  strong  support  of 
the  Regional  Sports  Council;  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  current 
restriction  on  capital  expenditure  should  cause  continued  delay  in 
starting  work  on  this  - the  final  stage  of  a project  which  will  make 
Crawley  a popular  centre  for  first-class  sport.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  MTq  T.  Steel 

During  the  year  there  has  been  much  national  publicity 
concerning  threats  to  the  quality  of  our  environment  occasioned 
by  rapid  technological  advance  and  the  consequent  increase  in 
material  wealth.  Atmospheric  pollution,  water  pollution  and 
noise  are  among  the  subjects  which  have  been  widely  discussed. 

Most  people  should  now  be  aware  that  increased  mobility,  and 
greater  material  comfort  and  convenience,  bring  problems  of 
pollution  and  noise,  which,  as  yet,  are  insufficien.tly  controlled 
to  prevent  degradation  of  our  general  environment. 

It  is  significant  that,  even  in  a town  as  well  planned  as 
Crawley,  there  was  during  1969  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  complaints  from  residents  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
living  near  factories  or  commercial  premises  where  there  have 
been  increases  in  production  or  the  introduction  of  new  processes 
or  the  commencement  of  night  working  - all  of  which  result  from 
an  increased  demand  for  aids  to  better  standards  of  living,  but 
from  which  unfortunate  minorities  at  present  suffer  annoyance  or 
downright  discomfort. 

One  of  the  main  weaknesses  is  the  lack  of  Planning  control 
over  changing  circumstances  in  premises  which-  have  been  given  (or 
have  acquired  through  the  passage  of  time)  some  form  of  general 
approval.  Legislation  needs  to  be  strengthened  to  control  changes 
in  processes  and  hours  of  working.  Prevention  is  usually  very 
much  easier  than  cure,  as  described  later  in  this  report. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  re-organisation  of  Local  Govern- 
ment, it  will  be  essential  that  close  co-operation  be  maintained 
between  Planning  Officers  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  if  full 
use  is  to  be  made  of  Inspectors'  experience  of  dealing  with  our 
environment  as  an  entity.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the 
officer  with  the  most  direct  experience  of  the  public's  complaints, 
and  the  knowledge  gained  in  dealing  with  these  must  continue  to  be 
applied  in  endeavo\iring  to  prevent  avoidable  causes  of  nuisance 
arising  from  future  developments. 

It  is  also  imperative,  with  the  advent  of  much  larger  autho- 
rities, that  there  be  no  worsening  of  the  facilities  for  the 
public  to  lodge  complaints  and  to  receive  prompt  attention.  In 
my  report  for  1965 » I remarked  on  the  possible  connection  between 
a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  concerning  food  and 
the  moving  of  the  Department  from  Goffs  Park  to  the  Town  Hall, 
Standards  could  easily  deteriorate  if  the  lodging  of  complaints 
became  more  troublesome,  or  if  inspectors  became  less  accessible. 
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Disappointment  must  be  expressed  at  the  slowing  down  of  the 
Smoke  Control  programme  as  a result  of  the  national  shortage  of 
solid  smokeless  fuels  - particularly  because  of  the  coinciding 
of  the  shortage  with  the  general  publicity  on  the  bad  effects  of 
atmospheric  pollution  on  the  environment.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  results  of  routine  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  indicated  the  maintenance  of  satisfactory  standairds. 

Twenty-one  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination and  seven  for  chemical  analysis.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Eight  complaints  were  received  regarding  discoloured  water 
following  disturbance  of  deposit  in  the  mains.  Possible  action 
to  reduce  this  nuisance  was  discussed  with  officers  of  the  Water 
Board.

NUISANCES  FROM  INDUSTRIAL  PREMISES 

During  this  year  there  were  several  complaints  regarding  new 
nuisances  suffered  by  residents  as  a result  of  changes  in  processes 
in  existing  industrial  premises  and  of  the  introduction  or  increase 
of  night  working. 

The  occurrence  of  such  nuisances  indicates  a need  for  the 
strengthening  of  Planning  control  in  respect  of  extended  hours  of 
working  or  the  introduction  of  new  processes  in  premises  which 
were  given  previous  general  approval. 

Under  existing  controls  such  nuisances  can  become  established 
without  the  opportunity  for  the  taking  of  remedial  measures  from 
the  start.  The  introduction  of  remedies  subsequent  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  circumstances  is  almost  invariably  a difficult, 
lengthy  and  expensive  process  - and  often  only  of  limited  effect. 

The  nuisances  complaDjaed  of  referred  to  fumes  and  dust,  and 
in  particular  to  noise,  as  mentioned  in  the  following  section,

The  complaints,  in  the  main,  concerned  nuisance  to  residents 
caused  by  night  working  in  factories  and  commercial  premises  (such 
as  bakeries),  and  the  night  deliveries  of  ballast  to  a ready-mix 
concrete  company. 

Some  complaints  were  a repetition  of  those  previously  dealt 
with  and  resulted  from  thoughtlessness  of  night  staff  about  the 
avoidance  of  unnecessary  noise  and  the  neglect  of  preventive 
measures.  Simple  precautions  such  as  the  closing  pf  doors  and 
windows  are  apt  to  be  neglected  during  periods  of  warm  weather, 
aind  nuisance  is  worsened  by  the  fact  that  residents  themselves 
have  more  windows  open  during  such  periods. 


The  ideal  remedy  lies  in  securing  adequate  distance  between 
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Noice  Abatement  (Continued) 

sources  of  noise  and  residential  areas,  especially  where  suppressive 
measures  are  likely  to  be  expensive,  or  easily  rendered  ineffective 
by  forgetfulness  or  lack  of  consideration.  Certain  noises,  such  as 
those  caused  by  vehicle  movements  or  outdoor  working,  can  rarely  be 
fully  controlled  other  than  by  distance. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintaine4  with  the  Architect  and  Planning 
Officer  in  order  to  minimise  foreseeable  nuisances  from  industrial 
and  commercial  development.

During  the  whole  of  the  year  treatments  required  for  rats  and 
mice  in  domestic  premises  were  carried  out  by  Rentokil  Ltd,  The 
service  was  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  occupiers  of  many  industrial  and  commercial  premises  now 
have  contracts  with  one  of  the  several  companies  operating  in  the 
area.  Those  occupiers  apt  having  contracts  were  referred  to  those 
companies  when  treatment  was  found  necessary. 

The  general  level  pf  infestation  by  rats  has  now  remained  low- 
but  practically  constant  - for  many  years.  In  the  hopes  of  securing 
an  even  greater  freedom  from  these  pests,  considerable  thought  has 
been  given  to  the  practicability  of  establishing  permanent  baiting 
points  with  a view  to  heading-off  the  continual  movement  into  the 
town  of  rats  from  the  surrounding  countryside.  Discussions  have 
been  held  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  officials  on  these  lines, 
as  the  Ministry  are  at  present  concerned  with  field  trials  of  this 
natvire . 

I feel,  however,  that  a good  deal  more  information  as  to 
probable  cost  is  required  than  is  available  at  present,  as  well  as 
knowledge  ojf  possible  unwanted  side-effects,  before  a recommenda- 
tion can  be  made.  The  possible  introduction  of  warfarin-resistant 
rats  would  need  to  be  carefully  considered  in  relation  to  the  type 
of  poison  chosen  for  permanent  baiting  points.

Rats  will  not  stay  where  they  cannot  get  food,  and  the  most 
effective  remedy  is  to  prevent  them  obtaining  anyo  Almost  all 
infestations  of  rats  in  Crawley  are  found  to  result  from  lack  of 
protection  of  waste  foodstuffs  - often  because  of  damage  to  refuse 
bins  or  inadequate  lids  or  covers  - and  from  uncontrolled  feeding 
of  birds o All  householders,  as  well  as  occupiers  of  other  types 
of  premises,  can  help  to  prevent  infestations  by  keeping  all  waste 
food  properly  protected,

Food  Hygiene 

The  general  standard  of  food  premises  has  remained  good  and 
most  defects  have  been  of  a minor  nature. 

There  was  a slight  drop  in  the  number  of  complaints  concern- 
ing foodstuffs  (83  as  against  86  for  1968),  20  of  which  concerned 
mouldy  or  stale  food  (24  in  1968),  A slight  downward  trend  which 
it  is  hoped  will  continue. 

There  were  seven  complaints  concerning  foreign  matter  in 
bottles  of  milk.

CLEAH  AIR  ACT,  19^6  & 1968 
Smoke  Control  Orders 


The  Order  for  the  Horthgate  neighbourhood  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October,  1969o  A good  many  householders  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  which  arose  in  connection  with  this  Order  of  con- 
verting even  approved  open  fires  to  the  higher  standard. 


This  now  leaves  only  two  neighbourhoods  to  be  covered  by  Orders  - 
Three  Bridges  and  Pound  Hill.  A survey  of  Three  Bridges  was  com- 
pleted in  anticipation  of  the  making  of  an  Order  in  the  autumn  but, 
in  view  of  the  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels,  the  necessary 
assurances  as  to  their  supply  were  not  forthcoming  and  the  Council 
reluctantly  decided  to  defer  the  making  of  an  Order.  It  is  only  to 
be  hoped  that  this  set-back  to  the  completion  of  Smoke  Control  in 
the  town  will  be  of  short  duration,  though  this  depends  entirely  on 
the  success  of  the  measures  now  proposed  nationally  for  the  remedying

Office  have  undertaken  to  follow  up  a complaint,  received  from  a 
local  Children’s  Nursery,  regarding  the  similarity  between  plastic 
containers  containing  Orange  Squash  and  those  containing  ammonia 
solution  for  kitchen  use. 

A number  of  talks  have  been  given  to  Schools  and  local  organisa- 
tions on  the  theme  "Safety  in  the  Home",  and  items  of  topical  interest 
have  been  included  in  the  "Civic  News".

A serious  petrol  leakage  occurred  at  one  of  the  major  filling 
stations  in  July,  entailing  a great  deal  of  attention  and  care  by 
all  concerned.  The  spillage  was  accidental,  being  occasioned  by 
a faulty  pump,  and  legal  proceedings  were  not  instituted. 

Discovery  of  the  spillage  followed  a complaint  about  petrol 
fumes  in  a basement  some  distance  away  and  emphasised  the  need  for 
the  stringent  safety  precautions  which  are  necessary  in  connection 
with  petrol  and  other  highly  flammable  substances. 

A second  suspected  loss  of  some  hundreds  of  gallons  of  petrol 
from  another  filling  station  was  not  found  to  bq  attributable  to 
any  defect  in  the  installation.  It  was  concluded  that  the  loss  was 
due  to  a book-keeping  error  of  quantity  delivered,  although  exten- 
sive testing  and  investigation  was  necessary  before  it  was  possible 
to  relax  vigilance.

(c)  Fluoride  readings  will  be  found  in  the  table  of  chemical 
analyses  and  can  generally  be  said  to  be  in  the  order  of 
0,1  ppm.F 

2 (a)  Details  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are 

shown  in  the  following  tables. 

(b)  The  characteristics  of  the  water  are  such  as  not  to  give 
rise  to  plumbo-solvent  action.  The  few  samples  analysed 
for  lead  have  shown  this  m^tal  to  be  absent. 

The  Chief  Engineer  has  kindly  provided  me  with  the  following 
extract  from  his  Annual  Report  and  has  also  permitted  me  to  quote 
the  section  on  Chemical  Analyses. 

"The  Ministry  of  Health  Report  No,  71  on  Bacteriological 
Examination  of  Water  Supplies  states  that  a Coliform  count  of  over 
10  organisms  per  100  ml;^,  and/oj:  the  presence  of  1 or  2 E,  Coli  or- 
ganisms renders  the  water  unsatisfactory,  A further  stipulation 
states  that  95%  of  all  samples  taken  during  any  one  year  of  a par- 
ticular water  supply  should  be  free  from  E.  Coli  organisms. 

Table  II  is  prepared  to  show  the  purity  of  the  Final  Waters 
(waters  pumped  into  supply)  and  the  waters  within  the  distribution 
system  as  sampled  at  consumers'  ^aps  and  at  various  points  on  the 
Board's  appliances.  Details  of  the  Raw  Waters  are  given  for  com- 
parison purposes. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  Chemist  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  of  the  various  authorities  within  the  Board's 
area  who  take  samples  of  the  water  supply  as  a statutory  obligation. 
This  is  a very  satisfactory  situation  and  the  Bpard  are  grateful 
for  their  continued  vigilance." 
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"Comments  on  Table  II  are  necessary  as  follows 

lo  Almost  all  the  raw  waters  have  shown  some  deterioration 
in  bacterial  purity  this  year® 

2o  Two  final  waters  have  dropped  below  the  ideal  standard 
of  '100%  of  samples  free  from  coliform  organisms'.  The 
samples  which  gave  rise  to  this  situation  were  of  1 or 
2 coliform  organisms  per  100  ml.  so  individually  were 
considered  satisfactory.  Retest  samples  taken  on  each 
occasion  showed  the  water  to  be  devoid  of  coliform.  All 
samples  were  devoid  of  E.  Coli. 

3.  Samples  which  are  placed  under  the  heading  of  'Distribution' 
are  taken  at  random  throughout  the  Board's  area  from  consumer 
taps.  Such  points  are  not  fitted  with  sampling  taps  as  are 
the  Board's  installations  and  as  such  are  not  easy  to  steri- 
lise. This  fact  and  the  fact  that  more  samples  have  been 
taken  in  this  respect,  accounts  for  the  digression  from  the 
expected  high  standaird  of  purity. 

4.  Satisfactory  bacteria  results  are  always  obtained  from  new 
mains  before  they  are  allowed  to  provide  drinking  water. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSES 


Average  chemical  analyses  have  been  set  out  in  table  form 
for  all  the  Raw  Waters  and  Final  Waters  at  the  Board's  Pumping 
Stations. 

Changes  in  character  of  the  waters  pumped  into  supply  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years  are  ins±gnif±cant  but  one  or  two  comments 
are  warranted  in  connection  with  the  figixres  obtained. 

Due  to  a small  quantity  of  Manganese  being  present  in  No.  4 
and  No.  6 Boreholes  at  Hardham,  the  final  water  piimped  into  supply 
contains  a trace  of  this  material.  This  small  quantity  of  Mangan.- 
ese  is  no  detriment  to  the  water  quality  but  a nuisance  factor  is 
created  by  its  deposition  within  the  Board's  mains.  Apart  from 
this  and  a slight  decrease  in  the  average  total  hardness  as  com- 
pared with  last  year's  figure,  the  water  remains  remarkably  consis- 
tent in  view  of  the  seasonal  changes  in  river  water  quality  and 
the  final  water  being  a mixture  of  borehole  water  and  treated  river 
water. " 
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"CHEMICAL  ANALYSES  (Continued) 

Nutbourne  and  Smock  Alley  Pumping  Stations  Have  again  only 
been  run  to  suj)plement  tJie  water,  supply  at.  peak  demand  periods 
so  few  samples  have  been  obtained  of  these  waters « These  places 

are  however  used  as  sampling  points  for  the  Hardham  water  which 
is  supplied  into  their  respective  distribution  areas. 

The  analyses  of  the  water  from  the  boreholes  into  the  Folk- 
stone  Sands  at  Hardham  have  continued  to  change  gradually  over 
the  period  under  review.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain 
a fixed  pumping  pattern  during  the  year  to  assist  in  the  recharge 
experiments  and  as  No.  2 Borehole  has  been  rested during  this 
time  no  analyses  have  been  obtained. 

The  two  new  sources,  No,  7 Folkstone  Borehole  and  Lodsworth 
No,  3 Borehole,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  have  not  been 
put  on  to  supply  as  yet  but  works  to  achieve  this  are  nearing 
completion  and  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be  brought  into 
use  in  the  near  future.  Neither  is  expected  to  give  rise  to 
any  marked  differences  in  the  water  character  supplied  from  the 
respective  stations,"
